—Berlin, Dec. 12.—The German gov­ 
ernment today announced that Ger­ 
many and her allies, Austria, Turkey 
and Bulgaria, have decided to enter 
forthwith into peace negotiations. 
Chancellor Von Bethmann Hollweg 
received representatives of the t'nited 
States, Spain and Switzerland, which 
countries have been protecting Ger­ 
man interests in hostile foreign coun­ 
tries, and gave them a note and asked 
them to give it to the entente govern­ 
ments.

later in the Reichstag by the chancel­ 
lor, stated that it was the purpose of 
the central powers to enter forthwith 
into negotiations which they believe 
will be appropriate for the establish­ 
ment of lasting peace. 
The govern­ 
ments of Berlin, Vienna, Constantino­ 
ple and Sofia transm itted 
identical 
notes to the Vatican aud all oilier a n ­ 
tral powers.

weg’s speech, as rei>orteo by the Over- 
ess News Agency, was in part: 
"Conscious of our responsibility be 
fore God, before our own nations and j 
before humanity, we have proposed to ( 
the hostile powers to enter on peace 
negotiations.
